A proposal that fire inspec- 
tions of public school buildings 
here, now made by an employe 
of the Board of Education, be 
conducted by an independent 
non-school agency was ad- 
vanced Saturday by Donald L. 
Carpenter, a member of the 
board. 

Details of Bill. 

Raiffie (Dem.), First District, 
said he planned a bill that 
would require “thorough, ade- 
quate fire inspections at peri- 
odic intervals” of all public, 
parochial and private schools 
and many other institutions in

St. Louis. The _ inspections 
would be made by the city Fire 
Department. 


Raiffie said the bill might 
also include city welfare in- 
stitutions, homes for the aged 
and other similar institutions. 

He noted that his proposal, 
if enacted by the Legislature, 
probably would require em- 
ployment of additional inspec- 
tors: by the city Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau.

The decision, he said, “makes 
a shambles of the (natural gas) 
act so far as consumer interests 
are concerned; and they are 
the ones the act was designed 
to protect.” 

In another case, the Supreme 
Court denied a hearing to New 
York columnist Marie Torre, 
convicted of criminal contempt 
because she refused to identify 
a news source 

The brief order means that 
Miss Torre must serve a 10-day 
jail sentence imposed by Dis- 
trict Judge Sylvester J. Ryan. 

The second United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals af- 
firmed the judgment last Sept 
30 in an opinion written by 
Judge Potter Stewart, who is 
now a member of the Supreme 
Court. He did not participate 
in today’s action

COST $1 A FOOT 


Plans for new loading zones. 
which will cost St. Louis busi- 
nesses $1 a year per running 
foot, were announced today by 
Acting Traffic Commissioner 
Ellis Henry. 

Henry said new loading zone 


signs, with white lettering on

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HUMPHREY GIVES 
ASSURANCE ON 
SOVIET MESSAGE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP) 
— Senator Hubert Humphrey 
(Dem.) of Minnesota, returned 
today from Russia and said he 
does not believe his message 
from Premier Khrushchev 
“bodes any ill” for the United 
States. 

Humphrey plans to give the 
message to President Eisen- 


hower at the White House to- 
morrow.

ATLANTA, Dec. 8 (UPI)—

of George Bright, accused of 
dynamiting Atlanta's Jewish 
temple last Oct. 12.

The jury was locked up Sat- 
urday at midnight by Fulton 
superior court Judge Durwood

liberations. Georgia law does 
not allow a jury to deliberate 
or a verdict to be returned on 
Sunday. 

The bombing charge. a capi- 
tal offense in Georgia, went to 
the jury at 11 p.m. Saturday 
following attorney's arguments 
and a five-hour and 52-minute 


appearance on the _ witness 
stand by Bright. 
Bright said in_ testimony, 


which under Georgia law was 
unsworn and not subject to 
cross-examination, that he had 
no knowledge of the bombing. 
The defendant, an industrial 
engineer who moved to At- 
lanta four years ago after at- 
tending college in North Caro- 
lina, called the State's star 
witnesses “insane.” He Said 
they were not telling the truth.

The first witness, the regis- 
trar of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Business Administra- 
tion denied he had received 
instructions that the school 
was to be operated exclusively 
for white students. 

Registrar John Blair 
fied that a regulation estab- 
lished by the Board of Re- 
gents requires that applicants 
receive the indorsement signa- 
tures of two alumni and the 
county ordinary or clerk of 
court or, in counties with more 
than 100,000 population, the 
signatures of three alumni. 

He said the Negro applica- 
tions did not have these in- 
dorsements on their applica- 
tion forms when they applied 
in June 1956.

Four Negroes originally filed | 
the college suit in September

Soble, was sentenced today to 
a maximum five years in pris- 
on. A jury of 10 men and two 
convicted Zborowski 
last Nov, 20 after three hours’ 
deliberation. 

Zborowski, 51 years old, a 
Russian-born. anthropologist, is 
a former research assistant 
at Harvard University. He ad- 
mitted he was a Soviet agent 
abroad 25 years ago. He came 
to this country in 1941 and 
was naturalized six years later. 

Zborowski told a’grand jury 
he never knew Soble, now 
serving a federal prison term. 
Later, Zborowski adrhitted he 
knew Soble but said Soble was 
using an alias at the time. 
Soble was brought here from 
prison and testified he made 
40 ‘or 50 contacts with Zbor- 
owski. Soble described Zbor- 
owski as a henchman in a So- 
viet espionage ring in this 
country.

The council statement, issued 
last night after an all-day ses- 
sion of the 24-member group, 
specifically commended House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn and Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson, both of Texas, but 
went beyond the program ad- 
vanced by Johnson after the 
Democratic election victory in 
November. Johnson and Ray- 


burn opposed the formation of | 


the council] two years ago and 
are not members. 
Opposes Filibusters. 
The council] recommended 
ending Senate filibusters by a 
simple majority of the total 


membership, a reduction in the | 
power of the bottleneck House 


Rules Committee, and enact- 
ment of the controversial 
Title III cut out of last year’s 
civil rights bill. 

This would have authorized 
the attorney general to start 
civil suits through injunctions 
against persons alleged to have 
deprived others of their rights 
be-suse of race, color or creed 

The council also called for 
legislation of unspecified na- 


ture to open schools now 
closed because of the segrega- 
tion issue. The statement 
said: 

“There is an obligation to 
meet the challenge of closed 


schools and potentially unedu- 
cated children as a result of 
the defiance of the law of the 
land by a few state and local 
officials. The present crisis 
over the refusals of local of- 
ficials to comply with the 
orders and decrees of the fed- 
eral courts has not been met 
by firm and constructive lead- 
ership from the President or 
his subordinates.” 

Issuance of the 4500-word 
statement, titled “The Demo- 
cratic Task During The Next 
Two Years,” was the last ac- 
tion taken at a weekend gath- 
ering of party leaders. Fri- 
day the party’s credentials 
committee supported national 
committeeman Camille F. Gra- 
vel Jr. against an effort by 
Louisiana Democrats to expel 
him because he said segrega- 
tion was morally wrong. Sat- 
urday the national committee 
voted overwhelmingly to up- 
hold the strong civil rights 
position of national chairman 
Paul M. Butler. 

Gravel represents the south- 
ern states on the advisory 
council and followed instruc- 
tions by the southern caucus to 
dissent on the civil rights and 
filibuster portions of the state- 
ment. 

Eighteen of the council mem- 
bers and a number of advisers 
attended the session. Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker of St. 
Louis, a member, was absent. 
Besides Truman and 
son, those on hand who ap- 
proved the statement included 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams of 


Michigan, Gov. Averell Harri- | 


man of New York, former Sen- 
ator Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York, and Butler. 


Discussing the statement at 
a press conference last night, 
Butler said the document 
scarcely could be considered a 
“preview of the 1960 plat- 
form,” but he added “it could 
well reflect the direction in 
which the party is moving.” 

“In my opinion,” said Butler, 
“the party in 1960 will adopt 
its strongest statement yet on 
civil rights and will attempt to 
do so without offending the 
South. There will be no read- 
ing the South out of the party; 
if anyone walks out it will be 
on his own volition.” 

The council called for a new 
attitude toward military plan- 
ning and budgeting and strong- 
ly criticized “the inaction of 
officials, however highly 
placed, who stubbornly refuse 
to obey the law which gives 
them direction of funds to be 
used in defense.” President 
Eisenhower's effort to cut de- 
fense spending was denounced 
by .mplication.

Too Many Gas Taxes 


Missouri's highway problems 
warrant serious and careful con- 
sideration by all Missourians. I 
would like to point out some fac- 
tors about the idea of deriving 
road-building funds from addi- 
tional gasoline taxes that gen- 
erally are misunderstood. 

The “low” gasoline tax in Mis- 
souri is highly deceptive because 
municipal taxes are added in 92 
cities and towns. Municipal gas- 
oline taxes are prohibited in 
many states, and only six other 
states besides Missouri have any 
form of local gasoline taxes. 

None of the states bordering 
Missouri has city gasoline taxes. 
Any increase in the state tax of 
more than half a cent will put 
the tax in St. Louis higher than 
it is across the line in Illinois, 
and any increase at all will make 
the tax in Kansas City, which 
levies a 2-cent city tax, higher 
than the 5-cent state tax in Kan- 
Bas. 

We have had plenty of evidence 
from gallonage figures in cities 
with municipal taxes to show that 
these taxes drive business out of 
cities. For example, in St. Louis, 
where a l-cent city tax had been 
in effect for many years, the tax 


was raised to 14% cents on July 1, 
1957. During the first half of 
1937 there were 101,917,911 gal- 
lons of gasoline sold in St. Louis. 

During the first half of this year 
the gallonage for the city was 


98. 249.260 gallons, a decline of 
approximately 342 per cent. But 
for the state of Missouri, gasoline 
consumption increased 3.83 per 
cent during the first half of this 
vear, a differential of more than 
7 per cent. between the City of 
St. Louis and the state 

Any assumption that an in- 
crease in the state gasoline tax 
will produce a corresponding in- 
crease in revenue for the state 
of Missouri is completely illog- 
ical As long as gasoline must 
bear substantial city taxes in Mis- 
souri, an increase of the state tax 
to the level of adjoining states 


will have a highly detrimental ef- 
fect. on retail marketing in the 
state and disappointing results as 
a revenue producer 

A logical approach to a solution 
would appear to be to prohibit 
city gasoline taxes, levy all gas 
taxes on a state basis, and pro- 
rate an equitable amount back to 
Jocal government units. This would 
effect economies by eliminating 92 
separate taxing agencies which col- 
lect city gas taxes. It also would 
eliminate inequities which exist 
in St. Louis county and elsewhere, 


in which there are “islands” of 
city tax areas.

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West Berlin’s Answer 


West Berlin voters decisively rejected Com- 
munist counsels in the municipal election 
Sunday, but it may be more significant in 
the long run that they gave a clear majority 
to the Social Democrats over Chancellor Ade- 
nauer’s party. 

The Communists, who had won 2.7 per cent 
of the vote in 1954, registered only 1.9 per 
cent this time and again failed to elect a 
single member of parliament. Since they 
had campaigned strenuously on the Khrush- 
chev plan for a “free city,’ the vote must be 
regarded as a rejection of that plan. 

But the Socialist victory over Chancellor 
Adenauer, which may foreshadow the future 
of the West German government, by the same 
token must be regarded as a rejection of 
Adenauer’s policy. Last week in Berlin the 
Chancellor re-emphasized the negative nature 
of that policy by setting his face against any 
negotiations with Russia aiming to solve the 
Berlin problem within the framework of the 
whole German problem. 

There is nothing on which the Chancellor 
is more adamant than his opposition to the 
Kremlin and Communism. So undoubtedly 
he was disappointed by the news that some 
Allied statesmen believe it may be time for a 
new look at the German problem, a re-exam- 
ination of the “free elections” formula as the 
fundamental for any talks with Moscow. 

It is clear, however, that this formula has 
produced no results. The Russians obviously 
will have no part of a settlement which would 
simply mean the absorption of East Ger- 
many by West Germany. An alternative— 
and this does not at all mean an abject ac- 
ceptance of Russian terms—must be found. 
The current Berlin crisis could be the occa- 
sion for finding it and for putting it into 
effect. 

Mayor Willy Brandt and other Berlin offi- 
cials have been urging that the city’s status 
be considered within the all-German frame- 
work. They know that an agreement on Ber- 
lin alone would leave the city much as it was 
before, divided, beleaguered and under all 

the uncertainties which have shadowed it 
since the end of the war. To mitigate these, 
there already has been some dealing between 
West and East Germans—but not on a basis 
broad enough to insure that Berlin will not 
become, by and by, the subject of yet an- 
other international dispute. 

Perhaps the election results will persuade 
Chancellor Adenauer to take another look 
at his no-negotiation policy. Certainly West- 
ern statesmen should make every effort to 
persuade him when they meet this week to 
draft a reply to the Soviet note. 


Fire Inspection by Firemen 

The St. Louis School Board has nothing to 
lose by going along with the advice on fire 
inspeciion of one of its members, Donald L. 
Carpenter. He has called for independent 
inspection of the schools by non-school agen- 
cies. The most appropriate of these would 
be the Fire Department. As Mr. Carpenter 
Says, “just because state law doesn’t require 
an inspection by the city is no reason why 
we have to be bullheaded and use only our 
own people.” 

Actually, there is some doubt as to precisely 
what the statutes do require. It is noteworthy 
that the 1944 opinion of the City Counselor’s 
office holding that the city Fire Department 
was not responsible for inspecting the schools 
did not stop at that point. It went on to 
recommend: that city officials continue to 
make inspections “as long as the Board of 
Education is willing to co-operate with the 
Fire Department in making inspections and 
is willing to receive and consider the recom- 
mendations of the Fire Department.” 

If Mr. Carpenter would put the question 
officially, the Board would have a chance to 
stand up and be counted on whether it wanted 
this extra ounce of prevention. 


Sound Choice for SUNFED 


Paul G. Hoffman is U.N. Secretary Dag 
Hammarskjold’s choice to direct the United 
Nations Special Fund for economic develop- 
ment, which begins operation on the first of 
the new year. The appointment shows Mr. 
Hammarskjold’s diplomatic skill as well as his 
interest in the project. 

Mr. Hoffman knows business, international 
affairs and foreign aid problems. He was 
head of Studebaker Corp.; he was the Tru- 
man Administration’s Marshall Plan admin- 
istrator. But aside from his record, there is 
probably another reason for his appointment. 


So far the United States has been one of 
the principal foot-draggers in creation of 
SUNFED, as the Special Fund is known. 
Smaller nations, particularly the many new 
U.N. members recently arisen from colonial 
status, pushed the idea of a truly interna- 
tional development fund which would free 
them from the political strings sometimes at- 
tached to unilateral aid. Eventually, at the 
behest of the American delegation, SUNFED 
was altered from a development fund to a 
planning fund, and the capitalization goal was 
reduced from $250,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

The smaller nations have gone along with 
the revised SUNFED but undoubtedly still 
hope for the day when they can capitalize 
development projects with U.N. loans. The 
appointment of an American to direct SUNFED 
may encourage Congress to support truly in- 
ternational aid. And the appointment of a 
Republican who served well with a Democratic 
Administration shows a nice understanding 
of American politics by Dag Hammarskjold, 


A.M.A. and the Elderly 


In proposing to develop prepaid health in- 
surance plans for persons over 65, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association House of Delegates 
is taking a first tentative step into a dis- 
tressed and much-neglected area. Our elder 
population is increasing and the costs of medi- 
cal, nursing and custodial care and hospitali- 
zation are simultaneously on the rise. In the 
name of common humanity something is obvi- 
ously going to have to be done to combat the 
privation, suffering and neglect which often 
accompany old age. 

The A.M.A. is asking physicians to accept 
lowered fees for care of the insured elderly— 
an idea which we believe may deserve careful 
re-examination. Whatever plan is adopted, it 
should not smack of charity or of second-class 
service. Perhaps the profession would do bet- 
ter to give some sober second thoughts to fee 
levels generally, so that they will come within 
the reach of ntial patients of all ages. 

It will to be recognized, too, that insur- 


roof over their heads, sanitary living condi- 
tions and wholesome food; many call for sim- 
ple custodial care, and others for nursing 
care. Old-age benefit insurance under the 
social security system is a help, but it falls 
short. A comprehensive program of prepaid 
health insurance for old age would encom- 
pass all these things, and there is no convinc- 
ing reason to settle for less. 


The Mayors and the Freeholders 


St. Louis county mayors attending the most 
recent Metropolitan Freeholder meeting were 
asked what “local interests” would require 
protection if the Freeholders decided to sub- 
mit a merger plan. “Neighborhood preserva- 
tion,” it was suggested, probably would be 
one such item. Could the mayors suggest 
others? 3 

It was a fair question, but unfortunately 
by the time the meeting broke up the ques- 
tion still had not been answered. In addition 
to “neighborhood preservation,” which prob- 
ably means zoning, some mayors might have 
thought it essential to protect local control 
over police, non-arterial streets, parks, recre- 
ation and fire protection, among others. Local 
control of schools is still another; although, 
since it is not a municipal responsibility, the 
mayors might have ignored it. But the ques- 
tion deserves an answer and the Freeholders 
would do well to ask the area’s 98 municipal 
executives for one in writing. 


Whatever the response, however, one ques- 
tion also ought to be considered by the Free- 
holders. Protecting local interests undoubted- 
ly would require that some local agency get 
the assignment; a corollary to the task would 
be the need to raise money to carry it out. 
How could this be done under the merger 
provision set down in the Missouri Constitu- 
tion? The Constitution permits the people 
to “consolidate the territories and govern- 
ments of the city and county into one politi- 
cal subdivision under the municipal govern- 
ment of the City of St. Louis.” 


The specific plan for implementing this 
power that has been proposed to the Free- 
holders preserves St. Louis and the county's 
97 municipalities as “boroughs” without tax- 
ing power. As the boroughs stand in the plan 
they are hardly more than neighborhood im- 
provement associations. It is questionable if 
they could protect anything. 


Does the Constitution permit the Freehold- 
ers to grant the boroughs sufficient power to 
protect whatever local interests clearly re- 
quire protection at the local level? if the 
answer is No, then the municipal county con- 
cept is likely to lose whatever attraction it 
might now hold for those who also want spe- 
cific local interests protected. Why don’t the 
Freeholders ask their counsel what. powers, if 
any, they could delegate to the individual bor- 
oughs—and even if they have the right to 
create boroughs? 


Fourth Reach for the Moon 


Despite the Army's efforts to interpret the 
fourth lunar probe more cheerfully, it was a 
failure. The primary objective was to hurl 
a 13-pound package of scientific instruments 
to the moon’s vicinity and then, if it did not 
hit the moon, on into orbit about the sun. Pio- 
neer III went only 66,600 miles, a little more 
than a fourth of the distance to the moon, 
whereas the Air Force’s Pioneer I traveled 
71,300 miles last October before it fell back. 

As an engineering project and as an effort 
to score a space'success over Soviet Russia, 
Pioneer III failed. Maj. Gen. Donald Yates, 
Air Force head of the Cane Canaveral missile 
test center, had said that if the payload 
reached the vicinity of the moon it would be 
considered “a 90 per cent success.” By this 
standard, far less than 90 per cent was scored. 


Yet in transmitting data by radio, Pioneer 
III is reported to have sent back a mass of 
valuable information. If in falling back to 
earth Pioneer III provided the first double 
cross-section of the newly discovered zone 
of radiation around the earth, it may have 
supplied valuable data to offset the missing 
of its main objective. 

The Army failed by only a few seconds in 
burning time and a few hundred miles an 
hour in velocity. It reports that a fuel 
pressure valve was at fault. If this is so, 
there should be reason to believe that its 
second lunar probe will have a better chance 
of attaining its goal next year. 


W here Does Mr. Lerch Stand? 


Supervisor Matthews’s nomination of Wal- 
ter H. Lerch, a Clayton real estate operator, 
as commissioner of the County Housing Au- 
thority, is subject to confirmation by the 
County Council. If the Councilmen take 
their responsibilities in this area seriously 
they will make it a point.to ask if Mr. Lerch 
really favors a public housing program for 
St. Louis county—that is, a program of pro- 
viding subsidized low-rent homes for people 
who are unable to afford commercial rents. 
If, like some of his predecessors on the board 
from the real estate business he doesn't, then 
the council ought not to confirm him. Nor 
should he accept. Public housing is too im- 
portant a tool for community development to 
be put in the hands of those who don’t want 
to use it. 


The U.N. Sidesteps Cyprus 

The General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions has expressed the unanimous hope that 
Great Britain, Greece and Turkey will persist 
in trying for an agreement on the future of 
Cyprus. So once again the U.N. has side- 
stepped this issue. Nevertheless more blame 
falls on those directly concerned. The As- 
sembly, after all, was eager not to worsen the 
quarrel of the three NATO powers. They should 
end the clash of passionate nationalisms. 

London has offered modified home rule 
through a Greek and a Turkish legislature on 
the island, coupled with British withdrawal 
after a seven-year cooling-off period. Turkey 
suggests partition. But the Greeks still want 
everything their way. 

If there is to be a settlement soon, Athens 
probably will have to yield. The Turks cer- 
tainly will not accept Greek overlordship, and 
the British cannot very well leave them, out- 
numbered 4 to 1, under Greek control with 
popular emotions as wrought up as they are.

A rate increase granted 
Union Electric in 1953 — its 
only general increase in 39 
years—now is producing $7,- 
375,000 annually in added reve- 
nue, McAfee continued, while 
hourly wages paid by the com- 
pany, including pensions and | 
welfare costs, have increased 
annual operating expenses ap-

Of the $7,893,000 in addition- 
al revenue sought by the com- 
pany, residential customers

McAfee told the commission 
new rates for residential and 
commercial customers should 
reflect somewhat greater in- 
creases than rates for indus- 
trial customers because the 
cost of serving homes and com- 
mercial establishments has ris- | 
en higher than other costs. 

The growth of air-condition- 
ing has shifted the company’s 
peak loads from the winter to

“Our five-year construction

for electric services,” he con- 
tinued. “About $160,000.000 
will have to be obtained from 
sale of securities. As a first 
step im such financing, we plan 
to raise approximately $30,000,- 
000 through sale of additional 
common stock in the second 
quarter of 1959.” | 

Two-Day Presentation. 

It was expected that presen- 
tation of the company’s testi- 
mony would require two days. | 
A hearing for opponents of the | 
proposed rate increase will be | 
called at a later date. 

Attorneys for intervenors in | 
opposition were present at to- 
day’s hearing. These included | 
representatives of St. Louis 
County, Brentwood, the St. 
Louis Housing Authority, Uni- 
versity City, Richmond Heights, 
the St. Louis County League of

The City of St. Louis was |

Counselor Jack Shanahan. As- 
sociate City Counselor Forrest 
Ferris Jr., who for many years 
has handled utility matters for 
the city, died Saturday night.

PORTUGUESE CLERICS 
WARNED BY SALAZAR 


LISBON, Dec. 8 (AP)—For 
25 years Premier Salazar has 
ruled as dictator of Portugal 
with the support of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Now, there 
are indications the relationship 
is cooling—aggravated by pov- 
erty in the nation 

The Premier warned in one 
of his rare speeches Saturday 
that criticism of his regime by 
leading Catholic clergymen 
might affect future relations 
between church and state. His 
remarks carried added signifi- 
cance because Portugal is offi- 
cially a Catholic country under 
a concordat signed with the 
Vatican in 1940. 

Salazar spoke at the installa- 
tion of new officers of the Na- 
tional Union — the country’s 
only legal political group and 
a supporter of his regime. 

He spoke of the “unleashed 
passions” of the elections last 
June, when Salazar allowed an 
opposition candidate to chal- 
lenge the regime at the polls. 
The opposition candidate, Gen. 
Humberto Delgado, was beaten 
after a fiery campaign. The 
government resorted to strong- 
arm tactics at the last minute 
after Delgado’s appeal roused 
demonstrations against the dic- 
tatorship. 

Delgado was reported to have 
the secret support of some 
church leaders in his chal- 
lenge. One was Dom Antonio 
Ferreira Gomes, bishop of | 
Oporto, who has been critical 
of the administration—at least 
by implication. 

Some time ago at Fatima, 
the bishop, whose diocese is 
one of the most thickly popu- 
lated in the country, spoke out 
against “undeserved poverty.” 
In a letter distributed by Del- 
gado supporters, the bishop 
urged fairer treatment of the 
rural worker, upheld the right 
to strike, now barred in Portu- 
gal, and lamented “beggary— 
today the exclusive privilege of 
Portugal.” :

The Rev. Dr. King is a 
powerful, even a brilliant, ora- 
tor and he is fearless. It may 
be considered fortunate that 
his determination has been 
matched by his devotion to the 
religious principles of non- 
violence, patience and benevo- 
lence toward one’s fellow man 
of any race. 

“There is a permanent struc- 
ture of goodness in the uni- 
verse,” he told the packed 
Dexter Avenue Baptist Church 
yesterday. “Look beyond your 
own circumstances. Look up.” 

The little red brick church 
from which the Rev. Dr. King’s 
baritone voice has been heard 
at so great a distance is a con- 
spacious landmark in Mont- 
gomery, hard to overlook. It 
is not stuck off in the middle 
of a Negro slum but stands on 
one of the principal thorough- 


fares, right in front of the 

historic capitol and just across 

from the judiciary building.

WE TALKED to a man who shoots wild animals. Jacky 
Maeder, a young Swiss hunter and travel agent, does a big 
business in setting up safaris in all parts of Africa for big- 
game hunters and their wives. Mr. Maeder feeds his clients 

to about 35 different 
white hunters in French 
Equatorial Africa, the 
Belgian Congo, Kenya, 
Uganda and Portuguese 
Angola, He thinks all the 
fuss about shooting wild 
game is exaggerated and 
believes the big-game 
hunters are wrongly 
blamed for the decrease 
in African wildlife. 
“Only 15,000 elephants 
were killed by hunters 
last year, while 150,000 
were killed by native 
poachers. The poachers 
kill the elephants for the 
ivory. Not ene of my 
clients can kill an ele- 
phant without a license.” 
Mr. Maeder is the first 
to admit that many &a- 
faris are rigged in favor 
of the client. White hunters by and large have a role to 
play, and since the only purpose of a hunting safari is to 
please the client, they play it to the hilt. 

“There are a lot of serious hunters,” Mr. Maeder said, 
“whose enjoyment comes from the safari itself. But, alas, 
there are also many who are far more interested In the 
trophy than they are in the trip.” 


BEFORE GOING OUT, a white hunter sizes up his 
client. If he discovers his client doesn't know what it's all 
-bout, he does everything he can psychologically to make 
the safari a success. 

A white hunter is always supposed to “double” on his 
client, that is to say, he is supposed to shoot a split second 
after the client to make sure the animal is dead. A good 
white hunter will always tell the client that the client's 
shot was the good one and the white hunter missed. 


Sometimes, Mr. Maeder said, clients on safari 
don't necessarily want te ge out and shoot an ani- 
mal. Three South Americans ence went on safari 
and stayed in camp playing poker while the white 
hunter went out and shot the animals. The winner 
of the game got the largest trephy of the day.

“Our business depends on making the client happy,” 
Mr. Maeder said. “You ean make him happy by making 
him feel brave. When you come in from safari always 
praise the client in front of his wife.” 


“WOULD YOU EVER CREDIT the client with saving 
your life?” 

“In extreme cases, if the client doesn't seem to be hav- 
ing much luck, you might.’ The most important thing. 
though, is to assure the client he has shot the animal, and 
not you.” 

Mr. Maeder says a good white hunter never hangs his 
trophies in the living room of his house. “You don't want 
the customer measuring your trophies against his, or he'll 
never be satisfied.” 

White hunters these days must be excellent photog- 
raphers, and they must know the right angles to take the 
pictures from. 

“You should always make the client stand behind the 
animal he shoots, as this makes it look much bigger,” Mr. 
Maeder said. 


“WIVES AND LADY FRIENDS of hunters always pre- 
sent problems to white hunters,” Mr. Maeder said. “Many 
of them have read Hemingway's ‘The Snows of Kiliman- 
jaro,’ and at times the jungle does something te them. 


“You must please the wives if you're « white 
hunter, but at the same time you must not look 
as if you're making a play for them.” 

“What if the wife makes a play for the white 
hunter?” 

“Then he must assure her that they are vic- 
tims of fate, and he would like nothing better

Mr. Maeder said wives are far more interested in the 
size of the trophies than their husbands. But big-game 
hunting is good for togetherness. A wife always says of the 
animal her husband shot: “WE got an elephant or WE got

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Launching a Man Into Space 


Time for This Achievement Is Nearer Than Many Laymen Suspect

THAT HISTORIC MOMENT 
when a human being is 
launched into space is nearer 
than many laymen suspect. 

The facts indicate that an 
American will travel to at least 
100 miles above the earth with- 
in the next 12 months, (Wheth- 
er he will be the first human 
to reach this altitude depends 
on the plans of the Russians. 
At the ninth International 
Astronautical Federation Con- 
gress in Amsterdam this sum- 
mer, this writer heard Russian 
scientists hint at Soviet plans 
to send a man into space “soon.”) 


The first American te 
travel above the earth's at- 
mosphere will be pileting a 
futuristic airplane already 
built, the X-15. He will 
zoom to an altitude of about 
100 miles and return quickly 
te earth in a long glide. The 
whole idea is to study the 
problems involved in space 
travel—safely. 


If the project goes well, then 
within three years the United 
States will launch a man- 
carrying vehicle intended to 
circle the earth at least once. 
The trip should take 90 min- 
utes. 


THE DIFFERENCE  be- 
tween the first X-15 flight and 
the 90-minute trip will be great, 
for an orbiting vehicle must 
travel at satellite speed— 
18,000 miles per hour—to circle 
the globe, then slow down 
enough to descend through the 
atmosphere and make a safe 
landing. 

This is where the Russians 
have the edge. They already 
have put 3000 pounds (Sputnik 
III) into space and the Ameri- 
cans have not. 


But America has big rockets 
on the drawing boards or under 
development which may lift 
10,000 pounds, and these will 
cértainly be sufficient to lift 
the 2800-pound returnable ve- 
hicle needed for the 90-minute 
flight. 

Conceivably the United States 
may be ahead in a second big 
problem—how to get vehicle 
and man back to earth safely. 

American scientists are ex- 
perimenting with blunted nose 
cones for rockets which partly 
dissipate and partly absorb the 
intense heat generated by high 
speed in the atmosphere 

They plan to surround the 
human space flyer with a pres- 
surized cabin with the biunt 
cone in front, an inflatable

She ex- 
plained she was just out of 
the bath and the scent was a 
combination of perfume and 
bath salts. 


On a coffee table in the 
sitting room was a bouquet 
of American Beauty roses 
big enough to start a florist 
shop. With a grin she ad- 
mitted they came from a St. 
Louis admirer, but she 
wouldn't tell who. 


Also in the room was a piano, 
something she always requires, 
even though she admits she 
doesn't practice as much 4s 
she used to, or should. “I try 
to get in two or three hours a 
day, when I can get at it,” she 
said, making a little face at the 
piano, “but I’m sort of moody. 
Some days it's like breaking 
the ice to get to the piano.” 

She very graciously posed 
for several pictures. “But not 
from the front,” she begged. 
“I don’t like me from the front, 
It makes my face look too 
broad.” Then we settled down 
for a good long talk. 


First she showed me sqme 
parchment scrolls which had 
been lying on the piano. “I'm 


awfully proud of these,” she 
said. One was from Mitchel 
Air Force Base in New York, 
making her an honorary colonel 
in the 9068th Air Reserve 
Group.

“I carry 25 dresses now,” she 
said. “I used to carry 35. But 
that was silly.” 

She also carries 25 pairs of 
shoes, dyed to match the 
dresses, and six pairs of gloves 
to every dress. The gloves also 
are dyed to match, The reason 
she needs six pairs to a dress is 
that the gloves wear out. “Play- 
ing the piano with gloves on 
wears them out pretty fast,” 
she explained. “I 
small trunk filled with nothing 
but gloves.” 

People often ask what she 
does with the old ones. She 
sends them to charity auctions 
and bazaars. Accompanied by

She sleeps 
late. During the few hours she 
has of the day she takes care of 
business affairs, answers let- 
ters and makes appearances. 
After 4 o'clock rehearsal she 
takes a long, brisk walk, breath. 
ing deeply. She usually aims 
for a Catholic church, where 
she drops in for a few minutes 
of prayer, 

She has been called tempera- 
mental and upstage because 
she never goes to anybody's 
table after a show. “In the 
first place,” she explains, “I'm 
an artist, not a hostess. When 
you go to people’s tables you 
are almost compelled to eat 
and drink and smoke.  Cig- 
arettes are bad for my voice, 
eating is bad for my figure, 
and I don't care much for 
drinking. Instead of going to 
tables, I like to invite a group 
of friends to come to my suite 
between shows.

Egyptian Shadow Clocks 


By Ramon Coffman 


DAYS AND YEARS are nat- 
ural units of time. A day is 
the period used by the earth 
when a single complete turn, 
or rotation, is made, A year 
is the time which passes while 
the earth makes one journey 
around the sun. 


Hours are different. They 
are parts of a day chosen by 
people. We have 24 hours ip 
each complete day. 


The 24-hour day has been 
traced back te ancient t. 
The Egyptians divided t 
morning (sunrise to noon) in- 
to six parts, The afterneen 
(noon te sunset) was divided 
into the seme number ef . 

That made 12 or 
during daylight. Part ef Egypt 
is in t Terrid Zone, and 
many days of the Egyptian 
year have an almest equal di- 
vision of daylight and dark- 
ness. 


It is a different story in many 
northerly and southerly coun- 
instance, have days which dif- 
fer widely in the time of day- 
light and darkness.

That Egyptian elock fell 
short of being a perfect, or 
near-perfect, timepiece, but it 
was a clever beginning.
